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i BEGIN WAR 


Military Preparations Continue at 
Constantinople on Large 
Scale. 


SAID PASHA WANTS TO FIGHT 


Agrees to Become Grand Vizier on 
Condition That Hostilities 
Shall Begin. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 24.—The rela- 
tions between Turkey and Bulgaria are 
daily becoming more strained. Rumors are 
current of a crisis at the palace, and that 
the grand viziership has been offered to 
Said Pasha, who was unceremoniously dis- 
missed last year, but that he declines to 
take the office unless he is authorized to 
declare war on Bulgaria, which the Sultan 
hesitates to do. 

As one of the results of the numerous 
cabinet councils at Yildiz Kiosk the trans- 
fer of 32 battalions from Monastir to Adri- 
anople has been ordered, and some 20 
young officers have gone to Salonica and 
Adrianople to complete the commissions in 
the army in Roumania. These movements 
are regarded as war preparations aguinst 
an expected attack. The military commis- 
sion is practically in permanent session. 

Special sign.ficance attaches to the Mace- 
donian meeing at Rustchuck, because th. 
reso.utions adopted atthe first open expres- 
sfons of such an emphatic. character in 
favor of war coming from any popular 
meeting in Bulgaria. Rustchuck is the 
chief commercial town in thé country. 
Resolutions were also passed thanking the 
Pope, the Engiish bishops, the trades union 
cungress and the British and Amer'can 
press for their expressions of sympathy 
with the Macedonian cause. 

Fighting is reporied to have taken place 
near Kotshan! on the frontier, in which the 
Turks lost 50 men ki led and the insur- 
gents suffered a loss of 10. A pan'c prevails 
at Kotshaul and all. business and work is at 
a standstill. A number of reports of minor 
encounters and atrocities by the Turks con- 
tinue to come in.

By a “hop horse’ is meant one which 
travels best under stimulants. While it} 
is not known what, if anything, Prince 
Alert had aboard yesterday, horsemen are 
well aware that some of his best miles 
have been paced with a joran of coffee 
and whisky taken fust before the start.

But despite the fact that its right to the Merchants’ bridge 
is in question and the status of its monopoly is threatened by 
the proceedings ct the attorney-general of Missouri, the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association is willing to carry out the plans 
outlined, upon condition that the franchises necessary to the 
operation of the additional yards and the handling of freight 
and passenger traffic be granted. 

Adhering to the principle requiring compensatory advantages 
for franchise grants and still believing it unwise to yield any 
more levec space to railroad uses, the Post-Dispatch is not 
disposed to stand in the way of the business needs of St. Louis 
or to obstruct plans which the business men believe embody 
great advantages for St. Louis and provide facilities for the 
city's natural growth and its commercial and industrial ex- 
pansion.

Scarcely a family will be without a 
telephone, the $15 a year that the telephoite 
costs the farmer being willingly bartered 
for the wonderful privilege of talking with 
friends that live some distance away.
